Continued from page 
wheels touch and roll The car 
shouldn't "rock" when you push down 
on any corner. If it does, chances are 
the frame is bent. Simply gently twist 
it with your hands until all four 
wheels set solidly on the track. 

Your pickup brushes may be too 
stiff too, and тау be holding that 
guide shoe up out of the slot. Replace 
them with the most flexible brushes 
you can find, and keep them folded 
ир tight against the bottom of the 
guide shoe. The enda should be 
“frayed” loose with an X-Acto knife, 
зо all strands are unravelled. This will 
get more contact area on the track 
conductors.

CARS AND CAMERAS 

How far away from my model 
should I stand, in order to get a good 
clear snapshot for your model car 
contest?

It depends to а great extent on 
what kind of camera you are using, 
Arthur. Most conventional cameras 
won't focus closer than 387, so you'll 
have to get at least three (сег away, 
and of course, unless you have the 
photo “blown up” (enlarged) and 
“cropped” (eliminating а lot of the 
"fringe" area around the main attrac- 
tion, which in this case is the car) by 
a professional photographer, you 
won't see too much! You might check 
at your local photo store, to see how 
much they would charge you to en- 
large and crop one photo. 

‘A few tips. Do not shoot a picture 
of the car in direct sunlight. What 
you want is "open shade” which is to 
зау a place where it is bright, but 
shady, and out of the sun. Hold your 
camera steady, and squeeze the shot 
off. You'll be amazed how good they'll 
look! ‘Continued on page 10

With any and all Kidding, exagger- 
ation, and overblown statements 
aside, here's how to build a track 
machine that's absolutely guaranteed 
to win.

We get millions of letters each week 
2.2 well, we get thousands of letters each 
week asking... we get three or four 
letters a week from H.O. fans around 
the world . . . well, from several states 
asking . . . actually there's а guy across 
the hall who keeps bugging us with ques- 
tions like "Will my X-Ray wee-8 Н.О, 
саг гип on Aurora's new Н.О. layout?" 
Questions like this are common, so to 
settle the confusion once and for all, 
‘we've compiled this chart. It should help 
considerably, but you have to be cau- 
tious to a certain extent. For instance, all 
the cars and tracks listed are for DC 
(direct current) power supplies. If you 
have an H.O. track with an AC. (alter- 
mating current) power supply, and the 
chart says other track is compatible, you 
сап indeed match up the track, but not 
the cars, since we have only listed cars 
with DC motors. 

Most H.O. companies sell an accessory 
that is most useful to the fan who wants 
to expand his set, or join up with а bud- 
dy who has a large layout of another 
brand. This accessory is a “combining 
section", or “track adaptor”. It usually 
costs no more than just the price of a 


regular piece of straight track, but it's 
worth its weight in gold! Atlas has one 
That combines their track with Aurora 
or Marx, for just 79 cents, Lionel has 
опе that combines their track with Au- 
тога or Marx, so take your choice. 

For pennies then, you can join an 
Aurora set to a Marx, Lionel, or Atlas 
set, or any combination of the four, 
giving you nearly endless track combina- 

ion possibilities! Keep in mind however, 
that if you go from say, an Aurora set 
to а Lionel, it will take two adaptors, 
since you also have to eventually go 
from the Lionel section back to the 
‘Aurora. This applies to any of these 
combining sections. However, by looking 
at the chart you will see that some makes 
of tracks will simply clip right together. 
with no adaptor necessary. 

Think of this for a moment! Say you 
have a large Atlas track, but you simply 
drool over that #1508 Aurora bridge 
track section. By purchasing {wo Atlas 
adaptors and the Aurora bridge section, 
You can incorporate it right into your 
Atlas layout with no problems at all! 

We realize that a great many people 
prefer the kind of track they are using, 


over other makes, but even if you are 
опе of these “purists,” you should delve 
into the available accessories that the 
other companies handle. Sometimes its 
the only way you ean find just exactly 
the component you are looking for, Your 
stable of cars, for instance, can be ex- 
panded to a fantastic number, because a 
quick glance at the chart reveals that any 
car listed will fit ary track listed! How- 
ever, we did not take into considerati 
some of the Н.О. cars made for diode 
operation on AC tracks. The cars and 
tracks listed are conventional DC units. 
If you own a car with a diode setup, 
you can use it on regular DC tracks 
Simply by removing the diode! It is a. 
simple job, and this maneuver will allow 
you still greater freedom to expand! 
Although there are not nearly as many 
mew releases being made in the НО, 
field, as compared to 1/24 or 1/32 scale, 
there is а fantastic variety of really good 
equipment on tap, Now that you know 
what fits what, you can plan that new 
layout with a whole new, fresh approach!

I will try to 
explain how I spray a model using 
the spray can. First get an empty pop 
bottle and a piece of masking tape. 
Roll the tape around so the ende stic) 
together with the sticky side out and 
put this on the bottle top. Set the 
model onto the bottle with the tape 
Sticking to the inside of the car top. 
In this way you'll be able to hold the 
bottle, turn it around, and set it down 
to cover the entire body more evenly. 
Now for the paint job: I start off by 
holding the model up-side-down and 
spraying the lower edge of the body 
Gnd the edges of the wheel well. 
Now turn the car over and spray the 
top making certain to get the upper 
‘edges of the windows. Next, do а side, 
then the front, ond other side, finally 
reaching the rear. Be careful not to 
hold the can tco close to the body 
and not to put om too much at one 
shot, Experiment with the paint on 
ап old model to become accustomed 
to the distance between the can and 
the model. Solid colors can usually be 
put on in one coat. Candy colors and. 
metalflakes are harder ав you have 
to build up enough coats to gel the 
shade you wan 

When. spraying, start at one end of 
the side or top and pan completely 
across the body, stopping after you 
have gone off the other end. For 
candy colors you must first apply а 
base coat of silver or gold. When the 
base coat is dry, start working around 
your model, letting it set а few min 
utes between coats. If it looks "dry" 
as it goes on, you should move the
